The Big Day 


Pahaps Saturday was 
bake4lay in your home. On 
Friday mother would an- 
nounce 'to the neighbors over 
the back fence that tomorrow 
would be her big day because 
she had to “bake the bread 
for the big, hungry family of 
mine.” 


And then on Friday would 
be the mixing of the dough

Some time later it came 
out, big-crusted loaves with a 
sweet aroma that brought the 
kids in to get their slice with 
a generous application of 
butter.

That was when bread bak- 
ing was an institution in each 
family and mother had a 
pretty tough time of it to get 
out enough bread to go 
around, And sometimes she 
found that she didn't have 
enough, and had to bake 
again during the week.

Big arms tn the mixer sewing the 
mixture continually for a set period 
of time, and then the dough ts taken 
out and put into specially constructed 
metal troughs and allowed 
there for four hours until it has risen 


to atay 


Fven Heat Maintained 
The room in which the mixer and 
the troughs are situated is kept at a 
constant temperature of 80 Gegrees 
Even the flour ts watched closely for 
its temperature 


After the dough has been left tn 
the troughs for the required time, It 
is sent into a special machine on the 
ground floor 


The dough runs through this ma- 
chine and is cut into sections. Fach 
section is for one loaf, and a baker 
watches continually to see that the 
mixer cuts the correct amount of 
dough. Each plece of dough is weigh 
ed before it passes on to the next pro 
cess before it becornes a finished loaf 


A Lightning Roller 

The sections of dough are dropped 
into a whirling machine which rolls 
it around and around It gets the 
same results in a few seconds that 
could be obtained from many min- 
utes’ rolling by hand When the 
dough comes out of this machine it ts 
taken to another machine which trons | 
each piece out like a pancake and 


inet. Later it is placed in tne heated 
ovens, where it remains for 35 minutes 
at an even temperature of 475 degree
